The netof Congress :ull.huriziug the is-
sue of Treasury notesin 1862 expressly
providel that “all stocks, |1u|||l|s‘ and
other sccupitios ol the United States
held by individuals, corporations, or
associntions within the United States,
shall ‘be exempt from taxation by ov
under. Stnte  anthority.,” This had
been already declared by the Supreme
Court to be the law; and for a very
obvious reason, If the States could
tax United Statessecurities they conld
tax them to extinction, and thus the
National Govermont ba  paralyied,
Of vourse, o lnw which seeures untram-
meled power o the National govern-
ment has beenconstantly dindlenged by
the spirit which framed the New York
platform. In Maryland, in Pennsyl-
vania, in South Caroling, and i New
York the attempt has been made to
tax the national securities by the State,
and in overy case the Supreme Court
has  decided thal it can not be done
beeause such a practice mi shit be ftal
to the sovercignty of the United
States. Tho persons who took the
bonds of the United States took
them with the condition distinet-
ly affirmed by Congress that they
ghould not be taxed, dnd with the de-
elaration of the Supreme Court that
they conld not be taxed; and now the
Democratic platform  demands, not-
withstonding theauthority of Congress
and of the Supreme Court, that they
all bo taxed.

States secording to population, This
is impracticable, and the National
Government, therelore, tnxes indireel-
Iy, Tt taxes consnmers amd tradess,
and when ineome mnst bear its share
of the general bweden, the income de-
vived from the Governmont bonds is
equally  taxed, Thus i° Congress
should tax the  bonds it would  be
hoth o dishionest aad unconstitutional
el

But the Demoeratio platform does
nob sk or mean that Congress ghall
doit,  When it demands equal taxa-
tion of every species ofproperty accor-
ding to its venl value, it nses an ex-
pressson whiclh is applicable only to
State nuthority,  This the framers of
the platform knew, and this they in-
tended, 1t is part of the policy of
hostility  hetween the States amd the
National Government, 1t is intendled
to pliee the latter in the light of an
oppressor, and the fhemer in that of
dotendurs of the people. 1flis the old
devil of Stato sovereignty, 1t is the
spirit of seeession which lias cost us al-
ready @ bloody war, This clanse of
the Demoeratic platform demands that
the States shall bring the Union iuto
disgrace,  Does any honest reader be-
lieve that to be for lis interest ?—Fler-
pers ”.f'rl'{Jf.

GRANT AND HINTRADUCEKRN,

It would be highly desirable it the
pending nfitional canvass could be
conducted  without being  disfigurod
with gross personal attacks upon the
vespectlve  Presidentinl  candidates,
But this does not comport with the
taeties of some of the leading jonrnals
on both sides, They are nothing il
not vituperative,  The Democratic not
yet on the course, the Radieals have
not now so widea field for the display
of their exeoriating rhetorie as will bo
opened to them on the adjournment of
theJuly Convention, In the mean-
tine, the typeof journals we hive men-
tioned on the Demoeratic side have
commenced theie peenline attacks on
Gen, Grant,  They have pretty much
abmdoned the allegation of intempar-
ance, and seem to rest their objections
to his elestion mainly on the charges
that he has ehanged bis name, and
smokes incessantly, and is a butcher in
shoulder straps,

They insist that the Chicago nomi-
neo is trying to poass himsell oft’ under
an alioy, and that his real name is Hie-
am Ulysses Grant,  Young Grant was
admitted to the Acdemy at West
Point: on the recomendation of the
Hon. Thomas L, Hamer, an able
Demovratie member of Congress from
Ohio, who wns afterwards n General
of Voluntesrs in the Mexican war,
and gallantly led his brigade in the
desperate assanlt of Monterey, where,
by the by his protege  distinguished
limself a8 o Second Lioutenant,  Ha-
met enrolled his young friend’s nameat
the Academy as Ulysses 8, ; and if he
was not thristencd h{ that name in
infincy, he has since been baptized in-
to it with the fire and blood of n hun-
dred battles in defence of the flag of
our Union, so that it will doubtless
answer to swear him in by next March.

Grant smokes, and the Anti~Tobac-
co Lengue, sclecting the ascetic World
as their organ, have issued o fumy nd-
dress ngainst him. It cannot be de-

Hauving wholly retired from the army
in 1854 and gone into the tanning bu-
siness, he would doubtless have re-
mained content to the end of his days
in the slaughter of animals for the
sake of their hides, hal not the' South
plunged into a rebelliou that cost the
lives of o milliow of men, Grant
ticipated in this strifo ; but it so -
pens that all his efforts were directed
to putting a stop to the carnage at the
earliest possible day, While the con-
flict raged, he dealt heavy blows; but
the peoplg do not doubt that his deci~
sive ht.vllu of conducting the war wns
far more economical of blood than the
dawdling mode of some of his col-
lengues,  Nor do thoy forget that his
demand for an unconditional surrender
at Fart Donelson stayed the slaughter
which hal raged around it for threo
days; that through his negotiations
with Pemberton ho reccived the key
of the Mississippi Valley, thus avoid-
ing the carnage which would have
attended an assault on Vieksburg;
that in the celebrated lolter to Leo
which brought the Confederate chief
to o conference, Grant, th 171
might havo won a denl of vulgar
glory by hurling his elated batallions
upon the recling lines of Lee, urged
him to come to o parley and sve
further effision of blood, And the
liboral terms he yielded to the Con-
fedderato General and his army showed
that, o fur 1wom being n ened
butelier, who loved to riot in carnage,
he was o gencrous soldier, who was
mnwilling o wound even the Relimge
of his antagonists,

Attacks upon the politieal pringi<
ples of Grant, and upon the publie
olicy he is presumed to favor, are n
egitimate mode of warfare.  But petty

eritivisms of his social habits, and more
espocinlly serious attempts to depreci-
ato his military fame, will not injure
him, though the recoil of such weap-
ang iy overthrow those who resort to
their use.—N. Y. Sui.
